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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF    THE  UNIVERSITY    OF    ALABAMA    FOR 
THE  YEAR    ENDING  JUNE    I5TH,  1895. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Revised 
Code,  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama  have 
the  honor  to  submit,  through  the  undersigned  com- 
mittee, a  report  of  their  transactions  and  of  the  condi- 
tion and  progress  of  the  University  for  the  Scholastic 
Year  ending  with  the  last  Annual  Commencement. 

Speaking  generally,  we  may  say,  that  the  University 
was  reasonably  prosperous  and  maintained  its  good 
record  of  progress  and  scholastic  training  throughout 
the  year.  Considering  the  monetary  stringency  which 
prevailed,  the  attendance  was  moderately  fair  and  the 
conduct  of  the  corps  of  cadets  was  commendable.  No 
sickness  of  moment  and  no  disturbance  of  college  order, 
requiring  severe  discipline,  were  reported,  and  attention 
to  study  and  progress  in  all  departments  characterized 
the  last  educational  year  at  the  University. 

Compared  with  the  preceding  year,  there  was  a  man- 
ifest gain,  although  the  attendance  was  much  below 
the  number  desired,  who  should  attend,  or  who  could 
be  well  cared  for  in  the  spacious  halls  of  this  excellent 
institution  of  learning.  The  entire  matriculation,  for 
the  session  of  1894-95,  was  one  hundred  and  eighty,  dis- 
tributed as  follows:

Making  the  actual  number  taught 180 
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The  maximum  attendance  the  preceding  year  was 
166,  a  gain  of  not  quite  ten  per  cent.  With  the  revival 
of  business,  the  more  hopeful  feelings  of  the  people  and 
the  auspicious  signs  presaging  an  era  of  progress  and 
prosperity,  we  may  reasonably  anticipate  a  much  larger 
increase  in  the  number  of  matriculants  the  coming 
college  year.

One  of  the  graduate  students  took  advanced  lessons 
in  Latin,  Greek,  French  and  German;  another  took 
Mathematics,  Physics  and  Astronomy;  a  third  took 
Physics,  Chemistry,  French  and  German;  the  fourth 
took  Engineering,  Physics,  Geology  and  Spanish. 

The  "Special"  students  devoted  tbeir  time  to  the  fol- 
lowing subjects:  one  (Miss  Adams)  to  English,  German, 
Philosophy  and  History;  another,  to  Chemistry,  History 
and  Mathematics,  and  the  third  to  Geology  and  Min- 
eralogy. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Commencement 
were  made  peculiarly  interesting  by  the  fact  that  honors 
were,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  University, 
publicly  conferred  upon  a  lady  graduate  for  proficiency 
in  the  special  branches  to  which  she  had  given  atten- 
tion. Her  examination  had  been  thorough  and  im- 
partial and  she  well  earned  the  meed  of  praise  given 
her  by  President  and  Faculty.  Her  exemplary  conduct 
throughout  the  session,  her  proficiency  in  her  studie* 
and  her  modest  and  quiet  demeanor  during  the  trying 
ordeal   to   which  she  was  subjected  in   receiving  her 


diploma  in  the  presence  of  a  large  assembly,  went  a 
good  ways  towards  dispelling  the  prejudice  which  has 
so  widely  prevailed  against  co-education  of  the  sexes  in 
our  higher  institutions  ot  learning. 

Young  lady  applicants  for  admission  to  the  University 
must  be  able  to  enter  the  Sophomore  class,  be  not  less 
than  eighteen  years  of  age  and  must  reside  with  private 
families.  Rooms  for  study,  conveniently  located,  are 
provided  at  the  University  for  their  use  during  study 
hours  of  the  day.  Last  year  these  rooms  were  under 
the  charge  of  the  accomplished  matron  of  the  Univer- 
sity Hospital  who  is  also  Librarian  of  the  University. 

Auxiliary    Schools. 

One  of  the  must  pleasing  and  valuable  adjuncts  to 
the  University  is  the  Auxiliary  Schools  which  are  a  re- 
cent outgrowth  of  the  enterprise  and  filial  devotion  of  a 
number  of  the  Alumni  who  have  adopted  the  profession 
of  teaching  and  are  at  the  head  of  growing  and  pros- 
perous schools  of  high  grade.  Students  bringing  cer- 
tificates of  proficiency,  in  preparatory  studies,  from  any 
of  the  principals  of  these  schools,  are  admitted  to  the 
Freshman  Glass  of  the  University  without  examination. 
From  a  small  beginning  these  University  Schools  have 
increased  in  number  and  excellence  until  now  they 
number  nineteen  and  are  well  distributed  throughout 
the  State,  from  the  mountains  of  North  Alabama  to  the 
old  city  resting  on  the  Bay  of  Mobile.  The  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  cordial  relations  between  the 
University  and  these  high  or  second  grade  schools  must 
be  mutually  beneficial  and  must  meet  the  cordial  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  and  Legislative  departments  of 
the  State.  The  success  of  the  movement  so  far  is  an 
augury  for  good,  not  only  for  the  University  but  for  the 
general  educational  interests  of  Alabama. 


Astronomical  and  Physical  Apparatus. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the 
Trustees  that  additional  apparatus  for  the  department 
of  Physics  had  heen  ordered  from  abroad  and  that  the 
Astronomical  Observatory  and  its  valuable  but  unser- 
viceable instruments  would  be  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  repaired.  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  apparatus  ordered  has  been  received  and  is  now  in 
place  in  Barnard  Hail  and  that  the  Observatory  has 
been  put  in  good  repair  and  that  several  costly  instru- 
ments, for  a  long  time  of  no  practical  use,  have  been 
renovated  and  modernized  and  made  serviceable  for  all 
needed  uses. 

In  order  that  no  mistakes  should  be  made  and  no 
damage  be  unwittingly  done  in  taking  down  and  pack- 
ing such  of  the  instruments  as  would  need  to  be  sent  to 
the  manufactory,  an  expert,  Mr.  Saegrnuller  of  Wash- 
ington, was  summoned  to  the  University  and,  with  his 
aid,  a  careful  inventory  of  the  instruments  was  made, 
their  exact  condition  disclosed,  the  remedy  for  defects 
and  the  cost  of  remodelling  discovered  and  the  further 
needs  of  the  University  became  apparent.  The  result 
was  that  the  Astronomical  clocks  and  such  portions  of 
the  Equatorial  and  other  instruments  which  required 
the  appliances  of  a  first-class  manufactory,  to  put  in 
order,  were  carefully  taken  down,  packed  and  sent  to 
the  factory  where  they  were  put  in  complete  order 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  Saegrnuller. 

The  work  accomplished  at  the  Observatory  may  be 
summarized  as  follows:  The  Equatorial  was  so  con- 
structed that  one  person  can  now  work  it  conveniently, 
whereas  hitherto  it  has  always  required  two  persons  and 
sometimes  three  to  manage  it  at  all  satisfactorily.  This 
improvement  was  accomplished  by  bringing  the  clamp- 
ing and  slow  motions  to  the  eye  end,  both  in  Right 
Ascension  and  in  Declination;  adding  coarse  finding 
circles  to  the  finely  graduated  ones  and  by  attach  in  g 


new  powerful  driving  clock  to  the  instrument.  This 
was  effected  at  a  cost  of  $500. 

The  two  Astronomical  clocks  which  had  for  years 
been  entirely  useless,  were  put  in  first-class  order  at  a 
cost  of  $150.  A  break  circuit  attachment  was  added 
costing  $100.  Mr.  Saegmuller  says  these  clocks  are  rare 
and  very  valuable — that  they  are  worth  and  would  sell 
for  more  now  than  they  originally  cost — and  would  be 
considered  an  important  acquisition  to  any  first-class 
observatory. 

The  eye  end  of  the  Meridian  circle  has  been  put  in 
good  condition.  One  collimating,  one  diagonal  and  one 
direct  eye  piece  has  been  supplied,  the  cross  bars  have 
been  inserted  and  the  reading  microscopes  have  been 
put  in  good  condition — all  at  a  cost  of  $100. 

A  new  chronograph,  necessary  to  use  the  instruments 
correctly,  has  been  added  at  a  cost  of  $355. 

The  position  microscope  and  the  double  image  mi- 
crometer have  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $25. 

The  old  eye  pieces  have  been  repaired  and  one  large 
negative  eye  piece  for  variable  star  work  and  two  posi- 
tive eye  pieces  for  the  micrometer  and  an  electric 
illuminator  have  been  supplied  at  the  cost  of  $105. 

The  eye  end  of  the  Equatorial  has  been  so  recon- 
structed that  the  instrument  can  be  used,  when  desired, 
for  photographic  and  spectroscopic  work  requiring  a 
larger  draw  tube  and  more  range  for  focussing — all  at  a 
cost  of  $50. 

The  dome  of  the  Observatory  got  out  of  order  last 
session  so  that  it  took  the  strength  of  three  men  to  move 
it.  The  Building  Committee  had  the  dome  raised  and 
repaired  so  that  now  it  can  be  moved  easily. 

The  additions  to  the  apparatus  of  the  Department  of 
Physics,  under  the  same  professor  as  the  Department  of 
Astronomy,  were  varied  and  valuable.  The  articles 
were  selected  from  the  most  renowned  manufactories 
of  Europe,  making  specialties  of  scientific  instruments 
and  apparatus,  and  imported,  free  of  duty,  directly  for 
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the  University.  They  were  received  in  good  order  and 
now  occupy  a  prominent  place  in  the  apartment  devoted 
to  physical  apparatus,  and  were  objects  of  much  interest 
to  many  visitors  who  attended  the  last  Annual  Com- 
mencement. Among  the  more  important  additions 
during  the  year  were  the  following: 

Apparatus  for  Polarizing  sugar.

Apparatus  for  projectiles  in  transparent  objects. 

Weinhold's  apparatus  for  Foucault's  pendulum  ex- 
periment.

Wave  machine  fitted  for  the  scioptican. 

Fuess  Heliostat  with  clock  work  modified  form  to  be 
attached  to  shutter  with  cylindric  brass  projection  inside 
of  shutter  with  caps  with  variety  of  openings.

Prof.  Lady's  Arc  Lamp  for  Scientific  Lantern. 

Tuning  fork  apparatus  for  the  subjective  and  objective 
demonstration  of  Lissojons  curves. 

Collombs  Torsion  Balance  arranged  for  experiments 
in  electrical  as  well  as  magnetic  attraction  and  repul- 
sion. 

Besides  the  new  apparatus,  much  of  the  old  collec- 
tion, ;vhich  had  been  out  of  repair  and  some  which  had 
been  consigned  to  the  rubbish  pile  as  worthless  or  past 
service,  was  overhauled  and  renovated  and,  under  the 
intelligent  and  skillful  o-uidance  of  the  faithful  and 
zealous  professor,  has  been  restored  to  its  place  in  the 
apparatus  room  and  will  be  of  material  service  in  the 
work  of  the  department.  The  cost  of  this  renovation 
was  comparatively  small  and  by  it  the  University  has 
been  spared  the  large  expenditure  which  would  have 
been  necessary  to  have  replaced  these  articles. 

The  Department  of  Physics   and  Astronomy,  like  its 
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sister  Department,  Chemistry,  is  now  well  fitted  and 
thoroughly  furnished  and  able  to  respond  to  all  de- 
mands for  instruction,  theoretical  or  illustrative,  which 
may  be  reasonably  made  upon  it.  In  all  desirable  re- 
spects, in  proportion  to  its  extent,  it  is  now  equal  to 
similar  departments  in  any  of  our  Southern  colleges 
and  surpasses  most  of  them  in  the  excellence  and  variety 
of  its  apparatus. 

Land  Department. 

There  were  no  actual  sales  of  lands  comprised  in  the 
University  grant  from  Congress  during  the  year  under 
review.  There  were  some  enquiries  and  some  negotia- 
tions but  these  did  not  result  in  sales  or  transfers. 

The  collections  on  this  account  were  for  two  land 
notes  amounting  to — principal  and  interest — $4,607.88 
and  $11  for  a  timber  right,  making  total  collections 
$4,618.88. 

There  have  been  sold  of  this  grant  to  date  14,176  02 
acres,  leaving  still  on  hand  31,903.97  acres.  All  the 
lands  sold  have  been  paid  for  with  the  exception  of  a 
purchase  by  the  Tuscaloosa  Coal,  Iron  &  Railroad 
Company  which  now  owes,  principal  and  interest, 
$8~,086.78.  This  amount  is  well  secured,  is  bearing  8 
per  cent,  interest  and  will  doubtless  be  paid  in  part,  or 
the  whole,  within  a  brief  period.  There  are  besides 
some  small  claims  for  timber  privileges,  land  leases, 
etc.,  which  may  or  may  not  be  collectable.  The  amounts, 
however,  are  small,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  greater 
portion  of  them  will  be  collected. 

The  suits  entered  against  the  University,  by  dis- 
putants of  its  title  to  some  of  these  lands,  and  referred 
to  in  previous  reports,  have  been  decided  in  favor  of  the 
University.  One  of  them  was  carried,  as  a  test  case,  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  has  recently  been  affirmed, 
thus  confirming  the  title  of  the  University  to  all  these 
lands.  Suits  have  been  entered  by  the  Land  Commis- 
sioner against  several  trespassers  who   have  squatted 
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upon  portions  of  the  lands  and  who  refuse  to  remove 
from  or  to  lease  them  from  the  University,  but  these 
suits  can  have  but  one  termination  whether  defended 
or  suffered  to  go  to  judgment  without  contest. 

The  most  interesting  and  encouraging  development 
in  connection  with  this  department  during  the  last  year 
was  the  inauguration  of  the  lease  system  for  the  mining 
of  coal  on  a  portion  of  the  University  coal  lands  near 
Blocton.  The  Trustees,  through  their  committee  to 
prepare  their  Annual  Report  to  the  General  Assembly, 
have,  for  successive  years,  urged  this  matter  upon  the 
attention  of  the  Executive  and  the  Legislature  as  the 
best  solution  of  the  troublesome  convict  question  which 
would  result  in  benefit  to  the  State,  the  University  and 
the  convicts  themselves.  Now  that  a  company,  com- 
posed of  mining  expeits,  having  wide  experience  in 
such  enterprises  and  abundant  capital,  have  "blazed 
the  way,"  so  to  speak,  it  is  to  be  hoped  and  expected 
that  the  State  will  see  the  wisdom  of  following  suit — if 
the  experiment  is  successful — and  use  a  portion  of  the 
convict  force  in  mining  coal  on  lands  leased  from  the 
University. 

A  contract  of  lease  was  entered  into  on  the  16th.  of 
May,  1896,  between  the  University  Land  Commissioner 
and  Messrs.  Truman  W.  Aldrich,  Jasper  N.  Campbell 
and  Peter  B.  Thomas  for  the  lease  of  six  hundred  acres 
of  University  coal  lands,  located  near  Blocton,  in  Bibb 
county,  for  the  period  of  ten  years  (with  a  renewal 
privilege  of  ten  years  additional)  at  a  royalty  of  seven 
cents  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds  weight.  Actual  ship- 
ments are  to  commence  by  or  before  the  1st  of  Decem- 
ber, 1895,  and,  as  work  on  the  opening  commenced  as 
long  ago  as  July  and  has  been  vigorously  prosecuted 
ever  since,  the  probabilities  are  that  delivery  of  coal 
will  commence  considerably  earlier  than  is  required  by 
the  contract.  The  lease  provides  that  on  and  after 
December  1st,  1895,  the  monthly  product  shall  not  be 
less  than  833  1-3  tons,  while  the   probabilities  are  that 
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the  output  will  soon  greatly  exceed  that  estimate.  This 
is,  in  our  judgment,  the  harbinger  of  better  things  for 
the  University  and  the  wisest  use  to  which  the  coal 
lands  can  be  put.  If  the  lands  can  be  leased  on  royalty, 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  sell  any  more  of  the  land 
grant  as  the  income  from  even  a  moderate  royalty  will 
far  exceed  any  sum  that  could  be  realized  from  an  in- 
vestment in  bonds,  either  State  or  National,  to  which 
the  University  is  restricted  in  investing  the  proceeds  of 
any  sale. 

We  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  Convict  Board  have 
authority,  without  further  action  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, to  inaugurate  the  policy  above  indicated  when 
they  have  sufficient  funds  and  that  the  probabilities  are 
that  their  resources  will  soon  be  sufficient  to  justify  the 
undertaking.  We  trust  the  will  will  not  be  lacking 
when  the  money  can  be  spared.  We  feel  sanguine  that 
the  policy  once  practically  begun  will  never  be 
abandoned. 

On  January  1st,  1895,  the  tract  belonging  to  the 
University  (but  not  included  in  the  Congressional 
grant)  known  as  the  Haywood  lands,  lying  South  of  the 
Warrior  River,  in  Tuscaloosa  County,  was  sold  to  R.  C. 
McCalla,  Jr.,  for  the  sum  of  $2,800,— payable  one  fourth 
in  cash  and  the  balance  in  three  annual  payments  of 
$700,  each,  the  deferred  payments  bearing  interest  at 
the. rate  of  8  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  cash  payment 
of  $700  was  carried  to  the  credit  ot  Investment  Fund 
on  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  (see  Exhibit  "D,"  in  Ap- 
pendix to  this  report,)  and,  by  order  of  the  Trustees, 
will  be  invested  by  him  in  Class  "A,"  Alabama  bonds. 

Financial.    • 

The  several  exhibits  hereto  appended,  show  in  detail, 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  University  during 
its  last  financial  year.  Exhibit  A  shows  that  the  re- 
ceipts on  account  of  University  Fund,  including  balance 
on  hand  June  16th,  1894,  and  $2,500  loaned  to  and  re- 
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turned  from  Cadet  Fund,  were  $31,311.19.  The  dis- 
bursements from  this  fund  for  same  time,  including  the 
$2,500,  loaned  to  Cadet  Fund,  were  $30,859.66,  leaving 
a  balance  in  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $457.53. 

The  Cadet  Fund  (Exhibits  B  and  C)  shows  receipts, 
including  balance  brought  forward  and  loan  from 
University  Fund,  of  $21,884.81  and  disbursements,  in- 
cluding $2,500,  returned  University  Fund,  of  $21,742.57, 
leaving  a  balance  in  hands  of  Treasurer,  June  15th, 
1895,  of  $142.24. 

Of  the  receipts,  $11,590.65  were  from  board  of  cadets, 
$1,654.75  for  laundry,  $3,176.32  from  fees  for  fuel,  lights 
and  attendance  and  $788  for  surgeon's  fees.  The  largest 
item  in  disbursements  was  for  subsistence,  $9,369  48; 
the  next,  $2,182.67  for  fuel,  servant's  hire,  lights,  etc  ; 
next,  salary  Quartermaster,  $1,500;  next,  surgeon's  fees, 
$788;  next,  dairy,  $741.45;  next,  medicine  and  hospital, 
$294.95. 

Exhibits  E  and  F  show  the  condition  of  the  Building 
Fund,  one  being  made  up  from  the  books  of  the  Treas. 
urer,  the  other  from  the  books  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  which  letter  gives  the  expenditures  made 
more  in  detail.  From  Exhibit  F.,  it  appears  that 
$1,147.29  were  expended  for  account  of  Astronomical 
Observatory;  $867.87  for  the  Physical  Laboratory; 
$206.37  for  repairs  on  Professors'  house;  $237.50  for 
Library  and  Museum,  and  $487.44   for  general  repairs. 

The  disbursements  aggregated  $3,366.11,  and  the  bal- 
ance on  hand,  June  16th,  1895,  was  $1,189.31. 

Exhibits  G.  and  H.  show  in  detail  the  condition  of 
the  Land  Fund,  referred  to  previously  in  this  report. 
It  will  be  seen  that  except  the  salary  and  expenses  of 
the  Land  Commissioner,  the  small  expenditures  of  the 
committee  and  $433.31  interest  paid  University  fund, 
the   disbursements   consisted   of    transfers   to  building 

fund. 

Exhibit  I,  is  a  general  summary  of  the  several  ac- 
counts, showing  a  total  apparent  receipt  of $68,538.95 
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And  a  total  disbursement  of 61,870.95 


Leaving  a  general  balance  in  the  treasury  of..  6,668.00 
As  each  separate  account  shows  a  credit  balance 
(however  small)  the  finances  of  the  University  may  be 
considered  in  a  sound  condition,  giving  promise  of  still 
better  results  hereafter. 

Death  of  N.  H.  R.  Dawson. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  especially  this  committee, 
of  which  he  was  a  member  continuously  since  the  re- 
organization in  1875,  have,  since  our  last  annual  report, 
suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  removal  from  his  sphere  of 
life  and  duty  of  Hon.  N.  H.  R.  Dawson  of  Selma.  Able 
courteous,  well  informed,  patriotic,  strong  in  his  convic 
tions  but  tolerant  in  their  expression,  commanding  in 
appearance  but  social  and  friendly  in  disposition,  a  wTise 
counsellor  and  a  faithful  friend — such  was  the  character 
of  the  lamented,  noble  and  true  hearted  Southern  gen- 
tleman, passed  from  earth  when  his  spirit  was  called 
hence.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus, 
tees  for  a  period  of  nearly  twenty  years,  was  a  member 
of  several  of  its  most  important  committees  and  was  al- 
ways ready  to  bear  his  part  in  the  important  ond  oft- 
times  laborious  duties  of  the  Board.  We  copy  from  the 
minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  the  following  de- 
served tribute  to  his  character  and  worth. 

Whereas;  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  one  of  their 
number,  N.  H.  R.  Dawson,  of  Selma,  has  passed  from 
the  sphere  of  earthly  labors;  and 

Whereas;  It  is  meet  that  this  body  express  their  esti- 
mate of  his  services  to  this  Institution,  and  of  the  per- 
sonal estimate  they  entertain  of  him. 

Resolved;  That  the  University  of  Alabama  has  lost  a 
zealous  and  wise  friend,  whose  efficient  services  have 
continued  through  nineteen  consecutive  years,  a  loss  to 
be  greatly  deplored  by  the  State. 
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Resolved;  That  the  individual  members  of  the  Boards 
who  served  with  Col.  Dawson,  feel  that  they  are  de- 
prived of  a  colleague,  whose  candor,  manhood  and  con- 
servatism made  him  a  very  useful  counsellor  and  with 
whom  intercourse  was  ever  governed  by  laws  of  kind 
consideration,  honor  and  a  charming  courtesy,  and  that 
his  death  was  heard  of  with  profound  regret  and  deep 
sympathy  with  his  bereaved  family. 

Resolved;  That  the  Secretary  have  these  resolutions 
published  in  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  State,  and  that 
he  send  a  type  written  copy  to  the  family  of  Col.  Dawson. 

Resolved;  That  a  Memorial  Page  be  set  apart  on  the 
minute  record  of  this  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  the 
Secretary  be  required  to  record  thereon  these  resolutions 
as  an  earnest  and  heartfelt  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our 
distinguished  and  lamented  co-worker  on  behalf  of  the 
University  of  Alabama. 

Since  the  foregoing  pages  were  penned,  the  University 
session  of  1805-96  has  commenced  with  an  increased  at- 
tendance, thus  verifying  the  anticipations  expressed  in 
the  earlier  part  of  this  report.  The  number  has  already 
passed  the  two  hundred  mark  and  the  probabilities  are 
that  a  still  further  increase  will  be  noted  as  the  session 
progresses. 

Having  discharged  the  duty  assigned  us  we  respect- 
fully submit  this  report  and  invoke  for  it  the  favorable 
consideration  of  the  Executive  and  Legislative  Depart- 
ments of  the  State.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE   TRUSTEES   OP  THE    UNIVERSITY   OF   ALABAMA   FOR 
THE  SCHOLASTIC  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  15TH,    1896. 

To  the  General  Assembly: — It  again  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Uuiversity  of  Alabama,  a 
duty  imposed  by  the  Statutes  of  the  State,  to  present 
for  your  information  and  consideration,  a.  resume  of  the 
transactions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  the  conduct  of 
the  Uuiversity  and  of  its  condition  and  progress  during 
the  last  Academic  Year. 

The  attendance  at  the  University  was  about  the  same 
as  the  preceeding  year,  the  aggregate  showing  a  small 
increase.  In  1893-b>4,  the  number  of  matriculants  was 
166;  in  1894-5,  180;  and  in  1895-6,  185.  The  increase, 
however,  during  the  last  year  was  in  the  Law  School 
which  numbered  31,  the  largest  attendance  that  Depart- 
ment has  experienced  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
summary  for  the  Scholastic  Year  is  as  follows:

The  Sixty-fifth  Annual  Commencement  which  took 
place  June  17th.,  1896,  was  notable  for  the  large  attend- 
ance of  Alumni  of  the  University,  for  the  general  interest 
taken  in  the  exercises,  the  number  of  Graduates,  and 
most  of  all,  by  the  presence  of  the  honored  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  who  delivered  an  able  oration, 
on  timely  topics,  before,  probably,  the  largpst,  most  in- 
telligent and  app  reciative  audience  ever  before  assem- 
bled on  those  classic  grounds,  filling  the  large  audience 
hall  to  overflowing. 


Death  of  Col.  Hargrove. 

The  health  of  the  Faculty  und  Corps  during  the  year 
was  generally  geod,  no  serious  sickness  at  any  time 
prevailing.  But  while  gratefully  acknowledging  this 
great  blessing,  we  have  to  record  the  sad,  unexpected 
demise  of  an  officer  of  the  institution,  of  distinguished 
worth  and  ability,  who  had  rendered  the  State  eminent 
service  and  been  honored  with  a  high  position  in  its 
legislative  councils,  and  was  marked,  in  the  opinion  of 
many  citizens,  for  the  highest  place  in  the  gift  of  the 
people  of  Alabama. 

Hon.  A.  C.  Hargrove  departed  this  life  on  the  6th.  of 
December,  1895  and  the  announcement  of  his  death 
was  a  terrible  shock  to  the  authorities  and  students  of 
the  University,  to  the  citizens  of  Tuscaloosa,  and  to 
the  people  of  the  State.  He  was,  at  the  time,  a  member 
of  the  Law  Faculty  and  held  the  important  position  of 
Land  Commissioner  of  the  University.  Temporary 
provision  was  made,  by  the  President  and  Land  Com- 
mittee for  carrying  on  his  work  in  both  departments 
untill  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees? 
at  whtch  meeting  suitable  action  was  taken  to  honor 
his  memory,  a  special  memorial  page  Of  their  Record 
Book  having  been  set  apart  for  that  purpose. 

Pure  in  life,  honest  in  purpose,  chivalrous  in  bear- 
ing, wise  in  council,  faithful  in  friendship,  unswerving 
in  principle,  reliable  and  conservative  in  action,  no 
truer  nor  better  man ;  Sans  Puer  et  Sans  Reproche,  has, 
for  many  a  day,  lived  and  died  in  Alabama.  Peace  to 
his  ashes! 

Repairs  and  Improvemenis. 

The  Building  Committee,  in  their  annual  report* 
detail  the  repairs  and  improvements  made  during  the 
Scholastic  Year,  from  which  we  gather  the  following 
summary: 
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A  new  roof  was  supplied  to  the  residence  occupied  by 
Col.  Hardaway  and  sundry  repairs  made  to  the  floors, 
etc,  the  whole  work  costing  $250. 

A  verandah  was  added  to  the  cottage  occupied  by 
Prof.  Edgar,  a  much  needed  improvement,  at  a  cost 
of  $300. 

A  new  and  enlarged  porch  or  gallery  was  added  to 
the  Hospital,  occupied  by  Mrs.  A.  Gorgas.  greatly  im- 
proving the  appearance  and  adding  to  the  comfort  of 
occupants  of  the  building,  and  sundry  repairs  were 
made  therein,  all  at  a  cost  of  $350. 

The  Electric  Light  Wires  were  overhauled  and  re- 
fitted in  several  places,  to  conform  to  the  requirements 
for  insurance,  of  the  South  Eastern  Tariff  Association, 
all  at  a  cost  of  $169.50. 

The  Water  Tank  or  reservoir  for  the  University 
water  works  required  thorough  overhauling,  which  was 
satisfactorily  accomplished,  new  water  pipes  and  valves 
were  purchased  and  old  ones  repaired,  the  entire  cost 
of  which  was  $149.02. 

The  most  important  addition  of  the  year  was  the  in- 
stallation of.  an  improved  Storage  Electric  plant,  by 
reason  of  which  light  and  power  can  be  had  without 
having  to  run  the  dynamo  when  steam  is  not  required 
for  other  purposes,  thus  making  a  considerable  saving 
in  the  cost  of  electricity,  besides  the  convenience  of 
having  it  available  whenever  needed.  The  Committee 
had  this  matter  under  consideration  two  or  three  years 
and  corresponded  largely  with  expert  electricians  all 
over  the  country,  with  the  view  of  satisfying  themselves 
1st,  as  to  the  reliability  and  cost  of  maintenance  of  a 
storage  battery  and  2nd,  to  decide  upon  the  best  manu- 
facture, all  things  considered.  The  committee  say  that 
"after  long  and  patient  enquiry  and  mature  delibera- 
tion7' they  decided  that  "the  storage  battery  known  as 
the  Chloride  Accumulator  was  the  best  in  the  market'' 
and  so  ordered  that  make,  which  duly  arrived  and  wa,s 
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put  in  place  and  operated  within  the  year.  The  battery, 
which  is  powerful  and  very  complete,  consisting  of  28 
cells,  Type  15E,  was  installed  in  a  small  building  near 
the  dynamo,  which  was  fitted  up  for  the  purpose,  com- 
plete connections  were  made,  by  separate  wires,  with 
the  Physical  Laboratory  and  Gymnasium,  with  an  arc 
light  lamp  placed  near  the  center  of  the  quadrangle, 
giving  light  after  taps  all  night;  with  the  system  of 
fans  in  Woods  Hall  and  with  the  trustees'  rooms  in 
Garland  Hall.  Although  the  battery  was  installed  by 
home  electricians,  without  experiense  in  that  particular 
branch,  yet  with  general  knowledge  of  the  subject  and 
with  the  aid  of  the  full  and  minute  instructions  sent 
from  the  manufactory,  they  succeeded  admirably  and 
the  plant  worked  very  satisfactorily.  The  cost  of  plant 
and  installment  was  $1097.50. 

Besides  those  enumerated,  there  were  some  minor 
improvements  and  sundry  repairs  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  President  and  paid  for  from  the  Build- 
ing Fund,  not  nesessary  to  specify.  The  entire  dis- 
bursement for  the  year,  including  special  appropria- 
tions from  the  Building  Fund,  were  $4,752.43:  For 
details  of  this  expenditure  see  Abstract  "F",  in  Appen- 
dix. 

University  Lands. 

The  record  of  the  Land  Department,  for  the  year 
under  review,  was,  in  several  respects,  unexpectedly 
favorable.  Aside  from  the  distressing  doath  of  the 
Land  Commissioner,  to  which  allusion  has  herein  be- 
fore been  made,  the  transactions  were  satisfactory  and 
the  outlook  favorable. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Land  Grant  Committee,  by  re- 
quest of  that  committee,  took  up  the  work  of  the  late 
Land  Commissioner,  familiarized  himself  with  its  details 
and  discharged,  as  best  he  could,  the  executive  duties 
of  the  vacant  office.  All  monies  collected  on  account  of 
this  Department  were  paid  directly  to  the  Treasurer  of 
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the  Land  Fund,  and  Col.  Hargrove's  law  partner,  Mr. 
A.  S.  VandeGraaff,  was  employed  to  look  after  all  cases 
in  litigation,  pretaining  to  the  Uuiversity  lands. 

The  following  sales  of  land  were  made  during  the 
year; 

To  W.  B.  Allen,  agent  for  the  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron 
&  Railroad  Company,  the  S.  W.  1-4  of  the  N.  W.  1-4  of 
Section  28,  Township  19  S,  Range  5  West,  at  $25,  per 
acre,  one  half  cash,  balance  in  12  months  with  8  per 
cent,  interest. 

To  T.  T.  Hillman,  for  the  Mountain  Valley  Coal  Com- 
pany, the  N.  E.  1-4  of  the  N.  E.  1-4  and  the  N.  E.  1-4 
of  the  S.  E.  1-4  of  Section  10,  Township  16,  Range  4 
West,  for  $L900,  cash.  The  upper  Forty  sold  for  $27.50 
per  acre,  the  lower  Forty,  which  was  badly  cut  up 
by  streams,  at  $20  per  acre. 

As  these  lands  were  segregated  and  surrounded  by 
lands  belonging  to  private  owners  and  the  acreage  was 
so  limited  the  sales  were  considered  quite  satisfactory, 
the  best  indeed  yet  made  for  the  University. 

Proposals  for  the  purchase  of  other  lands  were  made 
to  the  Committee  but  were  declined  because  the  price 
offerfid  was  considered  too  small  and  for  the  more 
potent  reason  that  the  policy  of  the  Trustees  is  to  with- 
hold from  sale  all  the  University  lands  where  the  tracts 
are  sufficiently  large  to  encourage  the  hope  of  some- 
time leasing  them  for  coal  mining  on  royalty. 

In  their  last  annual  report,  the  Trustees  noted  the 
first  movement  in  this  direction,  yet  made  by  them,  in 
the  lease  made  to  the  Cahaba  Southern  Mining  Com- 
pany, of  a  tract  of  Coal  land  measuring  600  acres  and 
lying  in  Bibb  County,  near  Blocton.  Work  was  com- 
menced in  opening  these  mines  about  July  1895  and 
the  first  shipment  was  made  therefrom  in  October 
following.  The  results,  thus  far,  have  been  much  more 
favorable,  both  to  lessors  and  lessees,  than  either  party 
expected,  at  least  so  soon. 
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The   following   table   shows   the  output  form  the  be- 
ginning of  May  1896,  a  period  of  seven  months:

By  the  terms  of  the  lease,  returns  are  made  on  the 
20th.  of  each  month  for  the  month  preceding,  hence 
the  report  for  May  did  not  reach  the  Treasurer  until 
after  the  close  of  the  University  Fiscal  Year.  We  may 
remark,  however,  that  the  reports  for  May,  June  and 
July  show  a  gratifying  increase  and  augur  well  for  the 
future  receipts  from  this  source.  It  is  a  safe  estimate 
that  the  income  from  this  royalty  will  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  reach  $3000,  the  present  University  year.  This 
will  be  a  very  desirable  addition  to  the  available  annual 
resources  of  the  University,  and  opens  an  inviting  door 
of  hope  and  promise  to  the  University  in  the  future  of 
its  land  endowment. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  General  Assembly  anew  to  a  subject  which  has,  at 
least,  thrice  been  urged  in  these  annual  reports  and  has 
been  the  theme  of  a  "Special  Message"  by  the  present 
Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  to-wit:  the  use  of  a  portion 
of  the  University  coal  lands  by  the  State  working  the 
mines  with  convict  labor.  It  is  easily  demonstrable 
that  this  can  be  done  to  the  advantage  of  the  State  and 
the  University  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  convicts  them- 
selves. The  Great  success  of  the  experiment  of  the 
Oahaba  Southern  Mining  Company;  the  large  and 
increasing  demand  for  our  coal,  both  for  home  use  and 
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for  export;  the  excellence- and  quantity  of  the  coal  de- 
posits on  its  lands  and  the  urgent  need  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  an  increase  of  income,  all  urge  upon  the  General 
Assembly  the  policy  and  duty  of  making  a  trial  in  this 
direction,  if  only  on  a  small  scale,  at  the  earliest  practi- 
cable period. 

It  is  probable  that  this  matter  will  be  brought  before 
the  legislative  body,  in  practical  shape,  during  the 
coming  session,  and  should  this  be  done,  we  bespeak, 
in  advance,  for  the  movement  your  careful  and  earnest 
consideration. 

Several  contracts  have  been  made  granting  timber 
privileges  on  some  of  these  lands,  at  fair  prices,  and  a 
good  many  leases  have  been  made,  principally,  to  per- 
sons who  had  entered  on  and  improved  the  land  occu- 
pied by  them,  with  the  expectation,  at  their  conven- 
ience, to  enter  the  same  as  homesteads.  Where  this 
was  done  in  good  faith,  the  parties  have  been  allowed 
to  lease  them  at  a  nominal  rent  but  when  the  tresspass- 
ers proved  obstinate  and  denied  the  rights  of  the  Uui- 
versity,  suits  in  ejectment  have  been  entered  and  pros- 
ecuted, the  judgement,  in  every  case  brought  to  trial, 
being  in  favor  of  the  University.  There  are  now  but 
few  cases  unsettled  and  these  will  be  prosecuted  vigor- 
ously to  judgment  unless  promptly  arranged  by  lease. 

The  University  holds  some  lands  not  included  in  the 
Congressional  Grant,  which  have  been  placed  under  the 
charge  of  the  Land  Grant  Committee  and  are  looked 
after  by  them.  These  are  chiefly  located  in  Tuscaloosa 
County,  bordering  on,  or  near,  the  Black  Warrior  River, 
and  some  of  them  are  rich  in  coal.  A  small  mine, 
owned  by  the  University,  has  been  operated,  at  inter- 
vals, on  royalty  for  several  years,  bat  lately,  from  lack 
of  means,  the  lessee  has  not  been  able  to  realize  satis- 
factory results  therefrom,  and  another  portion  of  the 
lands  has,  by  authority  of  the  Trustees,  been  sold  to  a 
party,  for  a  company,  which  is  now  at  work  preparing 
for  mining  and  shipping  by  barge  line  to  Mobile. 
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The  receipts  of  the  Land  Department  for  the  year, 
including  balance   in   Treasurer's   hands,   June  15th. 

1895,  were  $7689.74. 

The  disbursements  for  the  same  period,  including 
transfers  to  the  Building  Fund,  by  order  of  the  Trus- 
tees, were  $4666.92,  leaving  balance  on  hand,  June    15., 

1896,  $3022.82.     For   details  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments see  appendix  Abstract  "H". 

There  was  then  due  the  Land  Department  of  the 
University,  in  claims  matured  and  to  mature,  the  sum 
of  $1.0,188.95.  Some  of  these  claims  will  not  be  paid 
but  the  most  of  them  are  well  secured  and  will  eventu- 
ally be  realized. 

Financial. 

Although  the  Trustees  have,  for  years,  been  ham- 
pered by  their  meagre  income,  in  their  efforts  to  build 
up  the  University  and  increase  its  facilities  for  afford- 
ing a  liberal  education  in  all  departments  of  study, 
equal  to  the  best  colleges  in  the  country,  yet,  by  prud- 
ence and  economy,  they  have  managed  to  keep  its 
finances  in  a  safe  and,  comparatively,  good  condition. 
With  the  increased  annual  income  which  it  is  their 
desire  and  aim  to  secure,  its  advantages  and  power  for 
good  will  be  largely  enhanced.  A  glance  at  the  several 
exhibits  printed  in  the  appendix  will  show  the  receipts 
in  detail  and  how  the  money  has  been  disbursed.  For 
the  convenience  of  the  reader  we  summarize  them  here. 

Exhibit  A.  shows  the  University  Fund  Account  in 
detail.  The  receipts,  including  balance  on  hand,  June 
15th.,  1895,  were  $32074.33;  the  disbursements  were 
$32659.32,  showing  a  balance,  due  the  Treasurer,  of 
$684.99  which  was  cancelled  in  a  few  days  by  the  pay- 
ment due  July  1st.,  from  the  State  Treasury.  In  this 
exhibit  will  be  found  an  item  of  $3000,  on  both  sides  of 
the  account,  the  explanation  being  an  advance  of  $3000, 
to  and  its  repayment  by  the  Cadet  Fund.  The  advance 
was  made  in  July  to  enable  the  Quartermaster  to   lay 
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in  supplies  of  coal  and  other  articles  for  the  session  and 
was  returned  in  October  form  the  monies  paid  in  by  the 
cadets 

Exhibit  B.  shows  the  standing  of  the  Cadet  Fund, 
as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  deals  only 
in  aggregates.  The  receipts,  including  a  small  balance 
from  1894-95,  were  $22,257.61;  the  disbursements  were 
$21,490.90,  showing  a  credit  balance  of  $766.71,  or  181.72 
over  the  debit  balance  on  University  Fund  Account. 

Exhibit  C.  is  the  Quartermaster's  statement  of  the 
Cadet  Account,  showing  the  same  aggregate  but  giving 
details  both  of  receipts  and  expenditures.  The  item  of 
$3000.,  referred  to  above,  naturally  appears  also  on  both 
sides  of  this  account.  The  explanation  is  the  same  as 
there  given.  By  reference  to  Exhibit  C,  it  will  be 
found  that  of  the  sums  received  $11,900.37  were  for 
board  of  cadets;  $1770.40  were  for  washing;  $3112.50, 
for  fuel,  lights  and  attendance;  $1267.00,  for  surgeon 
fees,  medicine  and  hospital,  and  $202.50  were  received 
from  Gymnasium  fees.  The  leading  disbursements 
were  $8945.42  for  subsistence;  $1641.32  for  laundry; 
$2258.65,  for  fuel,  lights  and  attendance;  1500.00,  salary 
of  Quartermaster;  $332  00,  for  surgeon;  $314.90,  for 
medicine  and  hospital  expenses  and  $1679.42,  miscel- 
laneous. 

Exhibit  D.  shows  the  condition  of  the  Investment 
Fund.  Five,  Class  A.,  Alabama,  Coupon  Bonds,  of 
$100.  each,  were  purchased  during  the  year  for  $538.75 
and  exchange,  $1.34,  leaving  cash  unexpended  on  this 
account  $159.91. 

Exhibit  E.  shows  the  Building  Fund  Account,  as 
shown  by  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  Exhibit  F., 
the  same  account,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  the  latter  giving  the  disburse- 
ments more  in  detail.  The  Treasurer  shows  a  little 
larger  balance,  both  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the 
year,  than  he  should  have  according  to  Exhibit  F.  but 
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this  is  explained  by  the  note  at  the  bottom  of  said 
Exhibit. 

Exhibit  G,  shows  the  Land  Fund  Account^  in  general, 
as  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  Exhibit  H.,  the  same 
account,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Land  Committee. 
A  slight  discrepancy,  in  balance  on  hand,  is  also  shown 
on  these  exhibits,  which  is  fully  explained  above  and 
in  the  note  to  Exhibit  F. 

Exhibit  I.  gives  a  summary  of  all  accounts  as  agre- 
gated  from  several  exhibits  which  shows  apparent  re- 
ceipts of  $67,684.43,  and  disbursements  amounting  to 
$64,159.06,  leaving  a  balance  of  $3,525.37  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer. 

This  statement,  although  strictly  correct  as  to  the 
several  accounts,  is  not  exact  as  to  aggregate  receipts 
and  disbursements,  as  some  items,  both  of  receipts  and 
expenditure  are  counted  twice;  for  example,  most  of  the 
receipts  of  the  Building  Fund  come  by  transfer  from  the 
Land  Fund,  and  as  disbursed  by  the  Building  Com- 
mittee are  credited  to  that  fund  and  also  credited,  as  a 
disbursement,  to  the  Land  Fund  Account.  Eliminat- 
ing the  items  thus  doubly  entered  would  make  the  true 
statement.  Total  receipts  $53,934.43,  Total  disburse- 
ments $60,409.06,  leaving  the  true  balance  $3,525.37,  as 
stated  in  Exhibit  I. 

Action  of  Alumni  and  Trustees. 
The  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Uni- 
versity was  largely  attended  and  was  an  occasion  of 
much  interest.  Considerable  discussion  was  had  with 
regards  to  the  best  means  of  aiding  the  Trustees  in 
the  work  of  the  up-building  of  the  University,  resulting 
in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  nineteen,  with 
that  energetic  and  devoted  Alumnus,  Jas.  H.  Fitts,  Esq., 
as  chairman,  to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
ask  from  that  body  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
five  trustees  to  co-operate  with  them  in  this  patriotic  and 
noble  work.     Their  request  was  agreed  to  and  Trustees 
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Willis  G.  Clark,  W.  S.  Thorington,  Jas.  E.  Webb,  Wallace 
W.  Harralson,  and  J.  H.  Caldwell  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

It  is  probable  that  the  joint  committee  will  formulate 
a. plan  of\action  that  will  require  the  aid,  or  at  least  the 
sanction,  of  the  General  Assembly  and  should  they  do 
this  and  appeal  to  your  Honorable  Body,  we  invoke  for 
them,  in  advance,  your  kind  and  patient  consideration 
and  should  the  plan  presented  meet  the  requirements  of 
a  sound  judgment,  we  pray  your  favorable  action  there- 
on. 

Having  completed  the  work  required  by  the  Statutes 
which  was  devolved  on  us  by  and  in  behalf  of  the  Trust- 
tees  of  the  University,  we  submit  the  same  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  General  Assembly  and  with  the  earnest 
hope  that  this  Report  may  be  read  with  interest,  con- 
sidered with  attention  and  meet  their  approval.
